Tball ma In Oaraon City In November, 
1899, and at that tlma ba bad a oon- 
versatloa with Bam Davie of tba Oar- 
aon "Appeal," who ia folly conversant 
with tba inaida workiaga of Nevada 
polities. 


"Mr. Darla told me," aaya Mr. Tball 


that tba paopla of Nevada are in fa?or 
of tba aitablitbment of a State lottery. 
Tba Stato GoTornmant naada money, 
and tbe leading men tbtnk tbla it • 
good way to get it. Mr. Oa?le aaid 
tbataaobeme with tble and in view 
waa under oontlderation at tbat time- 
more tban a yaar ago. He did not 
give me any detaili, bat I understood 
that tbera are millle&a tehind 
tbe 


enterpriea. Mr. Da?it waa persuaded 
tbat some aobema of tbe aoit waa 
neoesaary to keep tbo Stata Govern- 
ment In fends. 


'Tbera is not moob doobt," oon- 


tinned Mr. Tdall, "tbat tba piuseaee 
of Dan Stnart, the flgbt promoter, in 
O*reon City is for tbe porpoee of pro- 
moting this Bbbeme. Stuart baa canted 
it to be given oat tbat be la visiting 
Nevada for tba purpose of arranging a 
fight between Fitzsimmona and Jef- 
fries, but I ragaid tbat outgiving aa 
merely a blind to cover bis rtal objeot. 
In tbe first plaoe, there is no money to 
be made ont of a prize-flgbt in Nevada. 
Tbe eame fight ooald be arranged for 
San Francisco or New York, and would 
bring in ten times at mncb money in 
eltber of those oitiea as it would in 
Nevada. In tbe next place, tbo only 
important soaroa of revenue from a 
flgbt in Nevada woald ba from tbo 
kinetosoope pictures, and tbat bueU 
ness baa baen done to death. It ia 
clear enongb to me that there it little 
unney to be made oat of a prize-fight 
in Nevada compared with the gate re- 
ceipts m some of tba big oitiee tbat 
permit pugilistic encounters under po- 
lice regulation. For these reasona I 
do not pot any felth in tbe talk of a 
flgbt at Oaraon Oity, and I believe 
btaart ia there to assist in getting tba 
lottery bill through tba Legislature. 


"The Nevada Legislators meets next 


week, and I understand tbat a bill le- 
galizing tbe lottery la ready for im- 
mediate presentation. It will provide 
for monthly drawings at Oaraon City, 
under State control, and a monthly 
percentage of the earnings will be paid 
into tbe treasury. I do not think tbera 
will ba any ssiiooe diffloolty in pass- 
ing the bill through tbe Legislature, aa 
tbe ground has been carefully and 
quietly prepared, and tbe aoheme baa 
been in contemplation for more tban a 
year."—Examiner.
